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| TEAMSTERS VOTE 


Strikes Called by Other 
Unions Except in 
Special Cases. 


Will Be Referred to Their 
Arbitration Board 
for Action. 


Union teamstersin Chicago decided yester- 
day to hold aloof hereafter from the quar- 
rels of other labor unions unless consulted 
before a strike is caJled. They say they have 
grown weary of bearing the burdens of every 
q Struggling organization and of “ pulling 
others’ chestnuté out of the fire.” 

The teamsters’ decision came in the form 
of an announcement that their connection 
with the Steam Power council has been dis- 
solved. In all probability they will start 
a movement to withdraw from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor within the next three 
months. They say they wish to be alone, 
‘free to do as they please, so long as they 
live up to the various agreements they have 
signed with the team owners. 

During the last year the drivers have been 
drawn into practically every labor dispute 
in Chicago. Whenever the rank and file of 
the organization is asked to go ona sympa- 
thetic strike it unhesitatingly has done so. 
This has led to discontent among the em- 
ployers and open quarrels among the offi- 
cials of the union. More money has been 
spent by the teamsters to aid outside unions 
than has been used for the conduct of the 
organization. 

Weary of Empty Victories. 
Out of all the turmoil, they say, they have 
gained nothing save the knowledge that 
when they mingled in a struggle they al- 
ways won. This glory has palled. They 
are willing to help a union that comes to 
them first and asks for assistance to obtain 
arbitration. If it is refused by the em- 
ployers they are willing to call out their 
men, but the union that hereafter calls a 
strike first and then asks them for aid !s 
to get nothing. 
The withdrawal of the teamsters from the 
Steam Power council came unexpectedly, 
and demoralized that body. The council has 
been the central body of the steam engineers, 
firemen, teamsters, and stearnfitters. It has 
been the closest and most powerful body of 
its kind local labor has known. It has won 
ewéry fight it has attempted. It has raised 
the membership of the unions concerned over 
300 per cent, and has given them a uniform 
Wage throughowt thé city. ™ 
The council forced most of the downtown 
office buildings to use coal the year around. 
It won the last strike of the office building 
janitors and elevator men when they individ- 
vally could not win a victory. 


Weakens Steam Power Council. 
Now the desertion of the teamsters makes 
the council ineffective. The other unions 
‘are not strong enough to gain their demands 
save at the cost of a struggle that may bring 
disaster to the organizations. The with- 
drawal also means that when the teamsters’ 
gee fit they will deliver coal to buildings with 
nonunion engine room men. Thisthey refuse 
to do at present save in exceptional cases. 
When asked the reason for their desertion 
the drivers frankly remarked that they were 
tired of the affiliation. Engineers have been 
fighting arbitration, and this stand has em- 
broiled the drivers in more trouble. 

It has been the custom of the engineers to 
go before an employer and without argu- 
ment deliver an ultimatum that within half 
an hour he must sign an agreement orsuffer 
from a strike. They did this at the Union 
_ gstockyards last week, and on Thursday re- 
peated the performance at the Selz-Schwab 
factory. In both cases the teamsters were 
called on to win the fight, and in both they 
refused. 

Loyal to Their Agreements. 
‘“‘The teamsters have grown weary of be- 
ing the cat’s paw for every petty union that 
believes it has a grievance,” said President 
Albert Young yesterday. ‘‘Our men must 
work, for we cannot afford to have them 
idie on the streets. We always pay them 
full wages for the time they lose. New and 
untutored unions are prone to call a strike 
| and then ask us to win the battle. We used 
to enjoy that, but the pleasure has palled. 
‘““We have agreements with practically 
every team owner in the city and we can- 
not afford to be breaking them. We signed 
them in good faith and we intend to keep 
them. They are advantageous to us and 
have been gained after a long struggle. We 
intend to keep them even if it costs us the 
enmity of the rest of the labor world.” 


Other Unions Already Feel Blow. 
The teamsters gave no hint of their in- 
tended action, and other unions already 
have felt the blow. The cloth casket trim- 
mers appealed to the drivers for aid, and 
were refused. The carpenters at the Amer- 
ican glucose factory were the next to suffer. 
Then came the gasworkers, and yesterday 
the striking fireman at the Selz-Schwab 
plant. 

‘**Our constitution provides the we attend 
to our own business,’’ said Secretary Daniel 
Furman of the truck drivers. ‘** We have 
tried this promiscuous aid giving for months, 
and it has not paid.” 

The action of the teamsters is expected 
to bring to a close many labor disputes. It 
‘probably will give added force to the arbi- 
tration sentiment. Arbitration was started 
by the drivers, and they believe it to be a 
panacea for all labor woes. In lieu of their 
former aid in actual strikes they offer the 
services of the Chicago board of arbitration, 
and are willing to make that the central ad- 
justment body of the city.

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 


BILL THIS SESSION. 


Persistent Rumors in London That the 
Cabinet Will Propose a Measure 
Giving a Roman Catholic University 
and a Moderate Plan of Self-Gov- 
ernment as Soon as the Land Pur- 
chase Act Is Disposed Of — Noncon- 
formists Are Alarmed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 20.—There are persistent 
rumors here tonight that the government 
will introduce in parliament a bill giving a 
modified form of home rule tolIreland. The 
bill will be offered, it is stated, as soon as 
the land purchase bill is out of the way, and 
will involve legislative schemes for Ireland 
hitherto unsuspected by the general public. 
The Belfast Evening Telegraph quotes T. 
W. Russell, the liberal unionist member of 
parliament, representing the south division 
of Tyrone, and who has been opposed to 
Irish home rule, as stating today this fact. 
A week or two ago the Dublin Daily Express, 
a unionist newspaper, referring to the re- 
ported passive understanding reached be- 
tween the government and the nationalists, 
said it rested upon an agreement by the gov- 
ernment to give some sort of a Catholic uni- 
versity to Ireland with a plan for home rule 
on the lines of Chamberlain's counsels. 


Irish Look for Favors. 

It has been pointed out in cable dispatches 
how accommodating the Irish members have 
shown themselves to the government recent- 
ly in the house of commons, refraining from 
opposing the army schemes and otherwise 
withholding their support from the oppo- 
nents of the government} even in the face 
of an apparent opportunity of defeating the 
government on division. Their complacency 
is based on expectation of favors to come. 
These facts are now citéd in support of the 
latest rumor, which cannot be given direct 
confirmation. 

Meanwhile the Irish party seems once more 
to enjoy the position of holding the internal 
political destinies-of Great Britain in its 
hand. This is illustrated in an important 
letter from R. W. Perks, M. P., which will 
appear in the press tomorrow. Mr. Perks is 
a prominent Wesleyan and one of the most 
influential of the nonconformist in British 
politics. H@, médreover, is an adherent of 
Lord Rosebery’s “ clean slate policy,” with 
its condemnation of home rule for Lreland. 
“‘ It is of the utmost importance,’ he writes, 
“that Protestant nonconformists know 
where they will stand should a liberal ad- 
ministration come into power,” and referring 
to the government's recent education act, 
says: “The aims ideals of the non- 
conformists in educational affairs is thor- 
oughly obnoxious to Irish members. Guided 
by their priests they will continue to use 
every effort to perpetuate and strengthen 
clerical control of our elementary schools. 
They wish and expect us to vote vast sums 
of money towards the establishment and en- 
dowment of a Roman Catholic university for 
Ireland. To both of these phases of edu- 
cational policy British nonconformity is ir- 
revocably opposed, whatever the liberal 
whips may say tothe contrary. It is evident 
that the Mberal party has to make its choice 
between nonconformist alliance and an Irish 
alliance.” 
Liberal Pledge Demanded. 

Mr. Perks demands a pledge from the Hb- 
eral leaders to adopt as their policy the com- 
plete reversal of the education act, elther 
by repealing or amending it before home rule 
or any Other measure for Ireland is taken up. 
He continues: 

| “A few compliments to nonconformists 

will not do. What we are entitled to is a 

direct pledge that British nonconformity 
will take precedence over the Irish Catholic 
party. It is certain the Irish vote will be 
polled against the liberal party at the next 
election. The liberal leaders must take care 
that they do not alienate the nonconformists 
in their attempt to win back the Irish vote 
by making promises of home rule. 
In view of the fact that Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, the liberal leader, in his 
speech at Leeds this week, again declared 
himself in favor of home rule for Ireland, it 
seems that Perks is right in declaring that 
the liberals will have to choose between the 
nonconformists and the Irish. 


CROWLEY HEARS DECISION. 
BY ARCHBISHOP QUIGLEY. 


If Deposed Priest Accepts the Conditions 
Imposed He Will Be Restored to His 
Former Position — Terms Withheld. 


The case of the Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley, 
that has been before the Catholic church 
for some months, is nearly settled. Arch- 
bishop Quigley has had the matter under 
consideration and has decided on his course. 
He is awaiting Father Crowley's decision. 
“So far as I am concerned,” Archbishop 
Quigley said, “ the case is ended. My con- 
clusion has been reached and Father Crow- 
ley has been informed of the terms under 
which he will be restored and given a parish. 
It is for him to accept or reject. There will 
be no change on my part. When I know the 
position taken by the priest I will be able to 
make public the facts.” 

The archbishop will particinate im the cele- 
bration this forenoon at S8t. Procopius’ 
church im honor of St. Benedict, founder of 
the Benedictine order. Solemn high mass 
will be said at 10 a.m. Tomorrow he will 
assist in| the 10:30 o’clock mass at the Holy 
Name cathedral. He will meet a delegation 
from the Catholic Mutual Benefit association 
at 3 p.m. in school hall. On March 24, at 
3 p. m., he will meet the students and pro- 
fessors of St. Ignatius’ college. There will 
be an ordination of priests at the cathedral 
on March 27, and the archbishop will make 
the appointments a week later, April 6. 


CENSORIZES COLLEGE YELLS. 


President of Hamline University Makes 
Students Revise Rhymes to Re- 
Offensive Words. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 20.—[Special.}— 
President Bridgeman of Hamline university 
has declared a ban on siang words in college 
yells. “‘ Dickens” is a word that he will 
not allow. “ Bet’ is another. “ Holy 
smoke '' he characterizes as profane. 

The oratorical contest took place this after- 
noon, and, as the president entirely abol- 
ished two of the best yells, the present stock 
of “ noises’ consists of three or four badly 
metered rhymes. In order to meet the pres- 
ident’s demands, the committee authorized 
the use of the phrase “ Oley smoke” in 
place of “‘Holy smoke,” which President 
Bridgeman characterized as sacrilegious. 
The choicest rhyme of all the yells ran: 


“What in the dickens’s the matter with 
us?” President Bridgeman’s alteration 
runs: ‘‘ What in the world’s the matter with 


us?” 

A yell which was prepared especially for 
Thomas Swinnerton, the champion Hamline 
orator, is strangely altered by the substitu- 
tion of the word “ wager" for “ bet.’"" Here 
is the altered rhyme: “ He’s a winner still. 
He wields the quill. He'll beat them out. 


MINISTRY MAY OFFER 


FINES FOR FIVE 
PACKING FIRMS. 


Missouri Supreme Court De- 
¢lares Beef Combine Is a 
Trust*in Restraint 

| of Trade. 


EACH MUST PAY $5,000. 


If Amount Is Not Paid Within 
Thirty Days All of Them 
- Will Be Ousted from 
the State.

Jefferson City, Mo., March 20.—[Special. 
The Supreme court of Missouri today de 
clared five beef packing companies guilty 
of combining to fix and control prices of 
meats. The court fined each of the five com> 
panies $5,000. 

The packers against whom this judgment 
was issued are the Armour Packing com- 
pany, the Hammond Packing company, the 
Cudahy Packing company, Swift & Co., all 
of Chicago, and Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
of New York. All of these companies have 
extensive branch houses in St. Louis, Kansas - 
City, and St. Joseph. 


| Pay or Get Out. 
The fine must be paid to the clerk of the 


' Supreme court within thirty days, and, if any 


of the companies fails to, pay within that 
time, a judgment will issue at once, ousting 
that company from doing business in the 
state of Missouri. 

The Henry Krug Packing company was 
at first associated with the other companies 
in this proceeding, but the court some time 


dismissed the proceeding against that 


company, it being a Missouri corporation 
which handles pork exclusively. 

The total costs in these cases will be about 
$5,000, of which each of the five companies 
against whom judgment was awarded is to 
pay its proportion. 

The opinion today holds that the evidence 
obtained at the hearing shows conclusively 
that there was a combination of the packers 
to maintain trust prices on beef in Missouri; 
that the representatives of the packers met 


week; that rebating was done; that he same 
prices prevailed at all of the coolers at the 
same time; that no competitor could enter 
the field against the packers because the 
combine would undersell the newcomer out 
of his business. 

The opinion does not take up the charge 
made in the proceedings by the attorney gea. 
eral that the companies were also guilty of 
selling diseased meat. Much of the evidenge 
was to the effect that the companies did sell 
diseased meat,-bx:t the opinion of the court 
was based on the violation of the anti-trust 
‘law of the state. 


Court Is Unanimous. 
The opinion was written by Justice W. C. 
Marshall and concurred in by his six asso- 
ciates. It is a voluminous document, cover 
ing twenty-four typewritten pages. The 
opinion recites in part as follows: 

“The testhmony introduced by the state 
was abundant to show that the respondents 
were members of a combination or pool to ix 
and mairtain prices. The state called as wit- 
nesses nine butchers who did business with 
the packers in St. Joseph, whose testimony 
showed that they all got rebates in money 
or pounds of meat from the packers, and 
that, in every instance, they were given re- 
bates by the solicitors or cooler managers, 
who said they could not sell meait for less 
than a certain price because al) of the pack- 
ers had agreed as to prices, which were fixed 
every Wednesday by the head men of-ths 
packing plants, and the prices given by them 


‘to the cooler managers on Thursday, and . 


by the cooler managers and solicitors were 
given to the trade, and that if any one cut 
the price he would be fined. So they cir- 
cumvented their fellow conspirators by giv- 
ing rebates as herein described. — 


. Prices Exactly the Same. 

“The witnesses testified also that they 
had tested the various packing plants by 
going to the several coolers on the same day 
and trying to buy cheaper from on@ than 
was offered them by another, and in\every 
instance they found the prices to be exactly 
the same at all of the coolers.” 

“It is quite too plain for doubt that per- 
sons or companies who are engaged in the 
same business in the same place do not buy 
goods at one price and give rebates in maney, 
goods, or weights, and do not give notice 
of a uniform advance in prices at a certain 
date, always followed by sucharise. Such 
acts and circumstances speak as loudly, ad 
directly and as certainly, and tel) as con- 
clusive a tale of wrong doing in these re- 
gards as any witness could possibly testify 
to or any resolution formally adopted by 
the directors or stockholders could prove, 


Law Must Be Enforced. 

** The law has placed the stamp of condem- 
nation upon all arrangements, pools, trustg, 
or conspiracies @o fix or maintain the price 
of articles i prime necessity. The only 
course the urt can pursue is to enforce 
the law. The statements of.the packers that 
they had built up a demand for their prod- 
ucts, increased the price of live stock, and 
distributed millions of dollars amon~ the’ 
people in no way or measure condonés, even 
if such allegations be true, their violation of 
the anti-trust law.’’ 


Beginning of the Case. 

The decision in the Supreme court today 
against the packers is the result of a pro- 
ceeding instituted last May. On the 6th of 
May, 1902, the different packing companies 
Going business in the state were ordered by 
the Supreme court to appear here before 
Judge Burgess of the court and show cause 
why they should not be cited to appear and 
answer the charge of violating the anti- 
trust laws of the state in combining to main- 
tain prices in Missouri. 

The result of the hearing led Attorney 
General Crow to file suit against the pack- 
ers, which was prosecuted vigorously by him 
on the part of the state. Hearings were had 
at St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joe, and Jeffer- 
son City before I. H. Kinley, who had been 
appointed a commissioner to hear testimony. . 


Findings of Commissioner. 

The report of the commissioner was filed 
in the court Jan. 3 of the present year. It 
was in part as follows: 

“The testimony shows that the Armour, 
Hammond, Swift, and Cudahy Packing com- 
panies, together with Nelson Morris & Co., 
a copartnership at St. Joseph, Mo., between 
Aug. 21, 1800, and May 9, 1902, by their 
managers and agents, who had charge of 
their coolers at St. Joseph, entered into an 
egreement to fix and control the prices of 
@ressed beef and fresh pork slaughtered, 
manufactured, prepared, and offered for sale

with Nelson Morris & Co., agreed among 
themselves and with each other to main- 
tain and control the prices of dressed beef 
and fresh pork, and that, in pursuance of the 
agreement, the respondents, betweeen Aug. 
2i. 1899, and May 9, 1902, have sold to the 
butchers of St. Joseph, Mo., said dressed beef 
and fresh pork at the prices so fixed, except 
where the respondents gave rebates in money 
or in pounds of meat, and that the managers

“Jt was proved that the cooler managers 
and agents of the several dressed beef com- 
panies, to secure trade or induce purchases, 
would agree to give rebates in money or in 

unds of meat, and in the latter instance the 
bills for such meat would be made out to the 
butcher at a fixed price, and that subsequent- 
ly the rebates weré shown to have been given 
@8 agreed and the purchaser requested to 
Maintain screcy in regard to the same. 

“TI find that Armour, Swift, Cudahy, 
and other packers in St. Louis entered into 
an agreement and combination among and 
between themselves and with each other 
to. fix, regulate, and maintain certain fixed 
er list prices on dressed beef sold to the 
butchers and trade at St. Louis, Mo., from 
Aheir coolers between Aug. 1, 1899, and May 
9, 1902, and that, although there was con- 
Siderable cutting of the fixed prices in the 
way of giving rebates in money or in pounds 
of meat, yet outside of the rebates I find 
such fixed prices agreed on. by those that 
were in said combination were in pursuance 
of said agreement maintained. 

“It appears from thia testimony that there 
were dealing in fresh pork in St. Louis, in 
addition to Armour, Swift, and Cudahy, the 
following who had packing houses or coolers 
(n St. Louis: Nelson Morris & Co., Phillip 
Keim, Henry Sartorious, John H. Blaze & 
€o., Louis Grunfieider, Kreig Packing com- 
pany, Wismuth & Sons, Charlies Hile, W. D. 
Grant, and Laux & Sons. 


Prices Fixed Every Week. 

“I find that representatives of all the fore- 
going firms and corporations, about 1899 or 
1900, formed a yoluntary association for the 
purpose of meeting once a week to discuss 
and fixed the list prices to be charged butchers 
for fresh pork, and at these meetings the 
representatives of the firms and corporations 
agreed with each other to maintain these 
prices, as fixed, under a penalty of paying a 
fine of $5 for each sale under such fixed 
prices; that said association employed a sec- 
fetary at $10 per week and paid same by 
assessment. 

“They cannot plead that the managers of 
their coolers and city solicitors who carry on 
the business for them did it without their 
knowledge and consent. The local agents of 
the dressed beef companies did it and all 
sxknew it, and their knowledge is the knowl- 
edge of their companies, and their acts are 
the acts of their companies. oe 

“It appears from the evidence and I find 
that the corporations who are the defendants 
at St. Joseph, St. Louis, and Kansas City 
#ell and offer to the trade at each point from 
&% to 80 per cent of the dressed beef handled 
and from 50 to 60 per cent of the dressed

ONE MAN DIES IN HOTEL 
* FIRE AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


Clarendon Almost Destroyed by Flames 
—Blaze Started by Careless Use of 
Match by Chicago Traveler. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 20.—By the 
edreless throwing down of a lighted match 
by a guest in his room a fire was started at 
7:30 o’clock tonight which practically de- 
stroyed the Clarendon hotel at Canal and 
Bridge streets, with its contents, entailing a 
total loss estimated at between $75,000 and 
$100,000, and causing the loss of one life and 
the injury of several persons, 

Willlam G. Hawkins, a traveling man of 
Bay City, Mich., was killed, his body being 
Aliscovered after the fire had been extin- 
guished. 

The four more seriously injured include

Sternberg went to his room on the second 
floor, and after igniting the gas threw the 
lighted match among a lot of his silk goods, 
which immediately took firee He made a 
desperate effort to extinguish the flames, 
being severely burned before he rushed out 
and gave the alarm. 

J. J. Samuels of Cincinnati carried his 
fainting wife from their room on the second 
floor to the street. Oneman and two women 
were taken from a third story window down 
ladder,

Missionaries Fail who

Gen. Chaffee and the Rev. Dr. F. E. Game- 
well, one of the field missionaries in China 
at the time of the Boxer troubles, and who 
was of much assistance at the defense of the 
American legation, were announced as the 
speakers at the meeting. 

Gen. Chaffee’s subject was ‘‘ The Philip- 
pines and China.’ After reviewing the 
evehts in China at the time of the uprising, 
Gen. Chaffee highly praised the work of the 
missionaries in the orient. 

*“ They are all in earnest and hopeful,’’ he 
declared, “ but the results of their work are 
not. proportionate to the great labor of love. 
They have done all that is possible, but the 
burden is too great for them. : 

“I took occasion to meet many of the most 
prominent Chinamen while in Pekin, and I 
talked to many of the better class, including 
officials. I must say that I did not meeta 
single intelligent Chinaman who wanted to 
become a Christian... The masses are against 
Christianity, but the missionaries are hope- 
ful and no doubt courageous. Forty or fifty 
missionaries in that great country cannot 
do much.” 

The general declared that he believed 
there was a better field for missionaries in 
the Philippines, but said that the fact that 
but few missionaries spoke Spanish, to say 
nothing of the jargon of the provinces, would 
make the task a hard one. 

Dr. Gamewell admitted thatthe situation 
was’ as Gen. Chaffee had said it Was, but he 
hoped that much good would result from the 
increased missfonary. work in China.

VICTIMS MAY NUMBER 8. 


Two Governors

Many Others Injured When Big Vessels 
Crash Together in a Fog in Long 
Island Sound—Cabins Demolished. 


New London, Conn., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Six persons are known to have perished, two 
others are missing and believed dead, while a 
number of others were injured, several per- 
haps fatally, in a steamer collision in Long 
Island sound off Plum island early this morn- 
ing. 

The vessels in collision are the passenger 
steamer Plymouth of the Fall River lineand 
the freight steamer City of Taunton of the 
same line. The Plymouth, which was bound 
for Fall River from New York, suffered the 
greater damage, a large part of the upper 
works being demolished. There wasa heavy 
fog at the time of the collision. 

Of the dead one is a passenger and the two 
missing aleo are passengers. Many of the 
injured were passengers, who were crushed 
in the cabins and staterooms. 

The one passenger known to have perished 
was George H. Marston of Paterson, N. J 

The steamers apparently were under good 
headway when they met, the bow of the City 
of Taunton penetrating ten feet into the hull 
of the eastbound passenger boat. As the 
vessels pulled apart the bow of the freight 
steamer raked the upper ——, of the Plym- 
outh, tearing out the second cabin and rip- 
‘ping out staterooms like cardboard. Seven 
cabins in all were swept from the starboard 
bow of the big passenger boat. + 

A detachment of United States marines, 
under thé command of Capt. Low, who were 
passengers on the Plymouth, had a peculiar 
experience. Awakened from a sound sleep, 
the soldiers rushed from the lower cabin, 
where they were quartered, without outer 
clothing or shoes. They were largely in- 
strumenta! in averting a panic among the 
other passengers, and while engaged in this 
work their clothing and effects were lost.

Miners Win at Altoona. 


Altoona, Pa., March 20.—[Special.]—The 
miners and operators agreed today on this 
scale, to go into effect April 1, for a year: 
The pick mining rate shall be increased 10 
per cent, the price of machine mining ad- 
vanced 12 per cent, eight hours to constitute 
a day’s work for all labor inside cf the 
mines, except the pumpmen and monthly 
men, who aré to continue on present condi- 
tions at the same wages now paid, with 10 
per cent advance; rope: riders; motormen, 
cagers, or drivers hauling outside from side- 
tracks to work the necessary extra hours 
to clean up coal on sidetracks and to be 
paid the same rate per hour for the extra 
time worked; drivérs $2.40, and all inside 
labor of a similar character now receiving 
the same wages as drivers to be paid the 
same rate; all other classes of inside labor 
to continue at the present rate of wages for 
eight hours’ actual work at working place; 
trappers to receive a minimum wage of $1

The 
drivers demand $10 a week for handling one 
horse teams, $13 for two horse teams, $14.50 
for three horse teams, and $16.50 for four 
worse teams., They were offered less and 
refused to accept.

United States marshal, went to Atkineville 
to execute certain writs placed in his hands,

pegins. “‘ He was met by an armed mob and 
informed that he would not be permitted to 
vexecute said writs and his life was threat- 


ened. 


Formed Semi-Military Mob. 

The jury declares this same band of men 
‘or mob organized themselves into @ semi- 
military body, numbering 200 or 300, and 
marched across the country to a rendezvous 
on Big mountain, near Quinnimont. 

Some 150 of them, nearly all of whom were 
‘armed, started from there on the morning of 
Feb. 24, the report says, and appeared to be 
under strict military discipline and were 
commanded by men who evidently had had 
some military experience. They marched 
with military precision from Big mountain 
direct to Stanaford City, whe@re they arrived 
about or shortly after nightfall Feb. 24, 1908. 


Sought to Prevent Bloodshed. 

“ Having been informed of this proceeding, 
and having learned that the men for whom 
*they had prdcesses were members of the 
mob, Deputy Marshal Cunningham gathered

Jackson immediately slammed the door 
shut, and when Edward D. Summers, a mem-

Strikers : Had a Cannon. 


“The fire was returned by the posse. 
When the inmates finally surrendered it 
was found that two or three of them had 
been killed and several were wounded. None 
of the officers was wounded. There were 


secured seventeen guns, all of which were 
empty, and also found a large number of 
empty shells on the floor of the rooms where 
the men were. 

**In the meantime the battle had been rag- 
Ing in other parts of the town, and, accord- 
ing to the testimony of some witnesses, 1,500 
to 2,000 shots were fired altogether, and the 
evidence shows the strikers had with them a 
small cannon which they carried away with 
them. 

“The evidence shows that after June 7, 
1902, when provisions began to be sent in 
for the union miners, a large number of 
persons in that vicinity who were not miners 
and who had never mined a bushel of coal 
joined the union and received supplies and 
that ef the crowd that camped on Big 
mountain after the demonstration at Atkins- 
ville on Feb. 21, 3O per cent were not miners 
nor never had been.”’

Seeding was late on account of wet weather, 
but the crop germinated quickly and grew 
rapidly. “When winter began the plant 
showed strong top growth, the color was un- 
usually good. the stand perfect, and to the 
casual observer who forméd his opinion from 
what was visible the situation was nearly 


perfect. 
Much Depends on the Roots. 

As a matter of fact, the fall season was far 
from ideai, and the luxuriant growth, tn spite 
of the late seeding, was an unfavorable indi- 
eation rather than a perfect condition. In 
December the promise of a wheat crop lies 
in the root rather than in the stalk. Unless 
the root growth is consistent with the growth 
above ground the situation is inherently 
weak, no matter how luxuriant the tops ma} 
be. 
Such a season as was experienced last fall 
is not conducive to root strength. When the 
top sof! is full of water short roots are suffi- 
cient to supply the plant with all the moisture 
required, and they run laterally near the 
surface instead of striking down and anchor- 
ing the plant firmly well bebow the surface. 


Realizing that weather conditions last fall 


favored an excessive growth of tops at the 
expense of roots, the writer had flelds exan- 
ined in different parts of each winter wheat 
gtate, and the reports of these local investi- 
gators showed that the condition feared 
actually existed to a considerable extent. 

It may be stated broadly then that the 
present wheat crop went into winter quar- 
ters with deficient root and excessive top 
growth. and that as a result of this situation 
the high conditon figures current at that time 
did not accurately represent the crop situa- 


tion. 
Future Weather the Factor. 


-Befiring this in mind it will be readily ap- 
preciated that the weather conditions from 
this time until harvest must be eminently 
satisfactory if a good rate of yield is to be 
secured. 

The immediate danger to the crop, of 
course, lies in alternate freezing and thawing 
of the top soil. Of late years winter killing 
has not been serious, but this year the roots 
being comparatively short ‘‘ heaving " from 
alternate contraction and expansion of the 
surface soil will cause them to break and 
leave the plant either dead or weakened in 
vitality. 

Damage of this character is already evi- 
dent in a considerable proportion of the coun- 
ties of Missouri, and to asmaller but still im- 
portant extent in Kansas. Farther north 
we are just entering the period when damage 
of this kind may occur. 

Speculating still further upon possibilities 
it may be pointed out that a plant short and 
with roots running near the surface of the 
ground instead of down will posséss greatly 
lessened power of resistence should any con- 
siderable period of drought be experienced in 
May or June. This was the root condition 
which actompanied the great spring wheat 
failure in 1900. 3 

Situation Full of Uncertainty. 


Summing the situation up, and speaking 
broadly, it may he said that, while the crop 
still shows promise almost as high as was 
zeperted fast fall, yet there are inherent 
conditions in the situation that may result in 
sudden and severe deterioration should 
weather conditions prove even moderate:y 
‘unfavorable at any time before harvest. 

Turning from prospective rate of yield to 
the acreage upon which that yield is to be 
secured, the facts are more satisfactory. 
The department of agriculture estimated the 
area seeded fall at 34,000,000 acres, 
against only about 27,000,000 harvested. It 
is questionable whether the increase was 
actually so large as these figures indicate, 
but it is beyond question that the acreage 
now growing is the largest on record, and, 
with such an enormous area, the average rate 
of yield may be heavily discounted and yet 
‘result in a crop burdensome in size. 

Heavy Rains Retard Progress.

DEATH OF CHARLES G. LELAND. 


Well. Known Author of “ Hans Breit- 
mann’s Ballads ” Passes Away 
in Florence, Italy. he.

FLORENCE, March 20.—Charles Godfrey 
Leland, the well known American author, 
died here today: He had resided in this city 
since 1886. He was a member of the Ameri- 
‘can Philosophical society, the founder of the 
Rabélais club, the Hungarian Folk Lore so- 
ciety, and president of the Gypsy Lore Society 
of Buda-Pesth. 


Mr. Leland was born in Philadelphia in 
1824. His father was a commission mer- 
chant. Charles was graduated from Prince- 
ton In 1845, and studied later at the Univer- 
sities of Harvard. Heidelberg, Munich. and 
Paris.. From 1849 to 1853 he practiced law 
in Philadelphia and then entered newspaper 
work. He was editor of the New York 
Times, Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. Van- 
ity Fair, Philadelphia Press, the Knicker- 
bocker and Continental magazines. 

From 1869 to 1880 he devoted his time prin- 
cipally to literature in London. Hereturned 
to this country in 1880 and was the first to 
establish industrial education, founded on 
the minor arts, as a branch of the public 
schools. 

He. discovered the “Sheita"’ language, 
spoken by the Celtic tinkers, which was sub- 
sequently verified by Kuno Meyer from man- 
ascripts 1,000 years old as the famous lost 
language of the Irish bards. He was famous 
for his writings on the gypsies, among whom 
he traveled and lived for many years. 

His published works are many. He was 
the author of “ Hans Breitmann’s Ballads,”’ 
which were praised by Tennyson in his 
diary; “France, Alsace, and Lorraine,”’ 
** English Gypsies,"’ ** Egyptian Sketchbook,”’ 
“Life of Abraham Lincoin,"’ Minor 
Arts,” “ Gypsy Sorcery,” Legends of Flor- 
ence,”’ Gypsies,” ‘‘ Algonquin Leg- 
ends,"’ “ Anglo Romany,” etc. |

TEXT OF REPLY TO ARGENTINA. 


Secretary Hay Expleins the United 
States’ Attitude Toward South 
American Republics. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—The text of 
the response of Secretary Hay to the Argen- 
tine note proposing combined action of the 
American states to resist the collection of 
debts by naval force was made public today. 
It is as follows: 

[MEMORANDUM.] 

Without expressing assent to or dissent from the 

propositions ably set forth in the note of the Ar- 


| gentine thinister of foreign relations, dated Dec. 


20, 1902, the general position of the United States 
in the matter is indicated in recent messages of 
the president. 

The president declared in his message to con- 
gress, Dec. 3, 1901, that by the Monroe doctrine 
‘* we do not guarantee any state against punish- 
ment if it misconducts itself, provided that pun- 
ishment does not take the form of acquisition of 
territory by any non-American power.”’ | 

In harmony with the foregoing language, the 
president announced in his message of Dec. 2, 

902: 


‘‘ No independent nation in America need have 
the slightest fear of aggression from the United 
States. It behooves each one to maintain order 
within its own borders and to discharge its just 
obligations to foreigners. When this is done they 
can. rest assured that, be they strong or weak, 
they have nothing to fear from outside interfer- 
ence.’’ 

Advocating and adhering in practice in ques- 
tions concerning itself to the resort to interna- 
tlona] abritration in settlement of controversies 
not adjustable by the orderly treatment of diplo- 
matic negotiation, the government of the United 
States always would be glad to see the questions 
of the justice of claims by one state against an- 
other growing out of individual wrongs or na- 
tional obligations, as well as the guarantees for 
the execution of whatever award might be made, 
left to the decision of an impartial arbitral tribu- 
nal, before which the litigant nations, weak and 
strong aliké, may stand as equals in the eye of 
international law and mutual! duty. 


DEMANDS RIGHT TO HEARING. 


Civil Service Commissioner Foulke In- | 
sists on Privilege of Replying 
Critics. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Foulke today sent a letter to 
Senator Spooner of Wisconsin: in reply to 
criticisms of letters written to ‘indi- 
vidual senators by Mr. Foulke. These lei- 
ters regarded certain alleged inaccuracies in 
statements made on the floor during the 
consideration of a resolution calling for in- 
formation from the commission regarding 
the removal of Elmer E. Forshay from the 
surveyor general's office of Idaho. Mr. 
Foulke Says: 

“ The paradox is presented that, although 
the charge was untrue, I had no right to 
point out the particulars in which it was 
untrue, even in letters to individual sen- 
ators. If this position is sound, it would 
be the duty of executive officers to submit 
in absolute silence to the gravest charges 
of misconduct, or even of crime, uttered in 
the most public place in the nation.

Philanthropic Fourth Article. 


The second editorial is as follows: 

Although policy and the larger interests 
required the ratification of the canal! treaty 
without amendment, some of the objections 
brought forward in the senate to the fourth 
article were well founded. 

This section was primarily intended to re- 
aseure Colombia. Secondari.., and unneces- 
sarily, it was made to convey a general dec- 
luration of the disinterestedness of the Unit- 
ea States with regard to South American 
and Central American republics. Here is 
the text: 

‘““The United States freely acknowledges 
and recognizes the sovereignty and disavows 
any intention to impair it in any way what- 
ever, or to increase its territory at the ex- 
pense of Colombia or of any of the sistér re- 
publics of Central or South America, but, on 
the contrary, it desires to strengthen the 
power of the republics on this continent, and 
to promote, develop, and maintain their 
prosperity and independence.” 

The heaviest vote mustered in opposition 
to the treaty as negotiated appeared on the 
question of so amending this superfluous 
declaration as to include Mexico, also a sis- 
ter republic to the south of us, but not in- 
cluded in the category of Central or South 
American republics. Certainly our inten- 
tiong regarding Mexico are as benevolent 
as those. we entertain in the case of Costa 
Rica or Uruguay. 

But there was no necessity for any general 
déclaration of friendliness and good will in 
such a treaty. All that article iv. says on 
the subject is true as gospel, and quite ap- 
propriate to a presidential message or an 
cefficial address at a Pan-American banquet, 
and, at the same time, totally inept and ab- 
solutely out of place, except so far as Colom- 
bia is concerned, in a definite contract with 
Colombia for a specific purpose,

DELAY IN LEGISLATURE THREAT- 
ENS CHICAGO’S SUPPLY. 


If Sanitary District Bill Is Not Report+ 
ed Next Week It Probably Canpot 
Pass and Lake Will Continue Con- 
taminated—Opposition Laid to Fac- 
tional Wrangling—Plan for a Tax 
te Develop Power Alse Meeting 
Mach Opposition. 


~ 


. The state legislature is likely to stand ac- 
cused of deliberately injuring Chicago's 
water supply if its committees continue to 
refuse to report the bill providing for the 
annexation of the Calumet and Evanston 
territory to the sanitary district. The sole 
cause of the delay in presenting this measure 
is laid to political wrangling, which is more 
or less involved with the continuance of the 
mud thread known as the Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal. 

The question of the purity of Chicago's 
water supply now hinges wholly on this 
measure, and if the bill is not reported by 
next week ft will be practically beaten. 

Health Commissioner Reynolds urges that 
it is of the utmost fmportance to the city 
that this measure be passed. 

“The polluted water supply is the chief 
factor in causing typhoid and similar dis- 
eases in Chicago,” said Dr. Reynolds, “‘ and 
demonstrates the urgent necessity for the 
fullest development of the purpose and intent 
of the santtary districtlaw. Itis not enough 
to have created a sanitary district which is 
gtill a fragment. The only real benefit of the 
drainage channel thus far has been its effect 
in reducing the frequency with which the 
main river is flushed out into the lake. 

‘‘Now, people should not cry that the 
canal is a failure. Its plan simply must be 
consummated in its entirety: Completion 
of the intercepting sewage system will divert 
all of Chicago’s sewage. The waste of 
Evanston and Calumet, too, must be diverted 
ultimately to perfect the plan.”’ 

The sanitary board’s bill asking an addi- 
tional tax for three years by which to raise 
$4,000,000 for the installation of water power 
on the channel also is faring badly. Mem- 
bers friendly to the state canal are said to be 
fighting this because they hope to develop a 
good thing in the water power line on the old 
ditch. Chief Engine@ Randojph estimates 
that the board could install a power plan at 
Lockport; at a cost of $2,750,000, which 
would yleld an annual income of $681,000, 
and at Joliet for $900,000, capable of an an- 
nual income of $426,000 at the lowest figures— 
a minimum yearly return of $1,107,000 ona 
qaximum investment of $3,740,000.

LECTURE 


Auditors Are Told They Are 
Nation’s Hope and Purify- 
ing Power in Politics. 


NEEDED BY BOTH PARTIES 


‘Mr. Harrison Compares Himself 
to Policeman Guarding Prop- 
erty of Citizens. 


“The character of all politics depends on 
the character of its lowest stratum, the poli- 
tics of the ward precinct and the country pre- 
cinct. it is upon this petty politics that the 
greater structure is built. If the sub- 
structure is bad, the superstructure is neces- 
sarily weak.’’ 

This was the text of a heart to heart talk 
which Mayor Harrison gave to about sey-

When the mayor 
faced the young men he dropped municipal 
politics for the time and became an in- 
en and adviser along broad political 

nes. 
Young Men the Nation’s Hope. 

“TI believe the salvation of the country is 
the infusion of young blood into municipal 
and national politics,” he said. ‘‘ When I 
read in the newspapers that the supporters 
of my opponent in this campaign were or- 
ganizi the young men into political clubs, 
and knew that myz supporters had com- 
menced a similar work, I saw in both move- 
ments an importance far beyond their effect 
on this campaign. , 

“Both clubs will do good work for the 
politics of Chicago. When young men bring 
their youth and their strength and their 
freshness into this work, it will result in the 
elevation and purifying of both municipal 
and national politics. I do not think I am 
betraying any confidences when I say here 
that there is a great opportunity for puri- 
fication in both of the gfeat political parties.’’

WOMAN STILL‘A

SAME PERSON IN MIND.

Buffalo, N. Y., March 20.—{Speeial.]—The 
Buffalo police avthorities reject the theory 
that Arthur Pennell murdered Hdwin L. 
Burdick. They declare Burdick was killed 
by a woman. 

Superintendent of Police Bull said today 
that his opinion as to who killed Edwin L. 
Burdick had not been changed at any time 
since the murder. 

“I believe a woman killed Burdick,”’ he de- 

clared, ‘“‘ and I suspect the same woman now 
that I did the day of the murder. I believe 
Mr. Cusack and the district attorney are of 
quite the same opinion.” 
, The foregoing statement was made by the 
superintendent in an interview denying a 
published report which quoted him as say- 
ing: ‘It looks more like Pennell’s job than 
at any time since the murder.” 


Seeking for the Weapon. 7 

Ever since Burdick was murdered the police 
have been trying to learn, among other 
things, what kind of a weapon was used in 
the commission of the crime. A golf stick and 
the missing cocktail bottle have been con- 
sidered. The latter is now eliminated from 
all consideration. Dr. Danzer, the medical 
examiner, said this evening that a cocktail 
bottle never could have made the wounds 
which kilied Burdick. It was possible, he 
said, for the back of a hatchet to have caused 
the wounds which, in hie opinién, were made 
by an instrument with a sharp edge. He 
admits it is possible that a golf stick such as 
@ putter could have made them. 

Former District Attorney Thomas Penney 
said today: “ Not a dollar of Mr. Pennell’s 
life insurance will go to Mrs. Burdick.” 

Mr. Penney made this statement in view of 
the publication of a report that only $25,000 
of the enormous insurance carried by Mr. 
Pennell was made payable to his estate. 
The circumstances have given ‘rise to sur- 
mises that Mrs. Burdick might be the chief 


beneficiary. | 
Mrs. Burdick Will Get None. 


“Tt is not known yet who are the benefi- 
claries,"” Mr, Penney said, “ but this much is 
known, that Mrs. Burdick will not get a dol- 
lar of it.” 

A. F. Aird, general manager of a New 
York insurance company, confirmed the 
statement of Mr. Penney. : 

“Mr. Pennell had $30,000 life insurance in 
our company,” he said, “and this is made 
payable to his estate. From all I have heard 
I believe that the rest of his life insurance 
will be found to be payable to his estate or 
to his family.’’

. Representative Turner of this county has 
{introduced a bill to cut down the powers of

jon favorably \by the revenue committee of 
the house.

ie FORBIDDEN TO TEACH. 
When on July 1, 1901, the French cham- 


‘bers required all religious associations to 


secure civil and secular authorization the 
number of persons in such associations was 
at least 400,000. This number will seem 
sufficiently formidable if one remembers 


_ that the total population of France is less 


than 40,000,000. What' would the associa- 
tions do? Would they request authoriza- 
tion or not? The pope told them that they 
might, provided that they did not, while 
‘strengthening their loyalty to the state, di- 
‘minish their loyalty to the church. The 
‘language used was ambiguous. It was too 
‘much like the language of those oaths 
‘taken by ecclesiastics in the middle ages 
‘when they swore to do certain things “ say- 


-; ing the honor of the church.” No one could 


‘tell what “ saving the honor of the church ” 
‘might mean. 

Byen with the pope’s ambiguously worded 
+permission, however, it seems that author- 
ization was requested by less than 25 per 
cent of the religious associations of France. 
‘The other 75 per cent transferred their per- 
}eonnel and as much as possible of their 
‘property toforeign lands. The devout Cath- 


* plic tasted exile as the devout Huguenot 


tasted it some time ago. Another swarm 
- was added to the already large number that 
* have issued from the French hive on similar 
occa sions. 


But now came up the question of the fate | 


of those associations that had staid behind 
and that had asked the state for permission 
-¢o continue in existence on French soil. The 
‘chamber of deputies has decided that as far 
ag the male teaching associations were con- 
cerned further existence was impossible. 
Thevreason was political, not religions. The 
charge is that the male religious associa- 
tions. are teaching doctrines contrary to re- 
publican institutions—are undermining the 
principles of 1798 and making French cit- 
izens disloyal to France.

A BUSINESS MAN NEEDED. 


The revenues of the city are not what 


they should be. That makes it necessary 
for the municipal government to leave un- 
done some things which ought to be done 
or to induce some other agency to attend 
to them. The bridges at State and Ran- 
dolph streets which the drainage trustees 
have paid for would have been built by the 
city if it had had the money. 

The embarrassing lack of means makes 
it all the more necessary that the munici- 
pality should put in charge of its affairs 
a business man who will disburse the rev- 
enues in accordance with strict business 
rules. That kind of man will pick out as 
heads of departments persons whom he has 
met in business life aud whom he can rely 
on:to get for the taxpayers a full dollar’s 
worth of labor or materials for every dol- 
lar paid out on their order. A mayor Who 
» has good intentions and a rudimentary ac- 

quaintance with business principles, who 
‘does not let politicians run him, and who 
selects as his subordinates men who mean 
well, even though they do not know much, 
may be able to administer municipal af- 
fairs in a tolerably satisfactory manner 
«when he has ample resources at his com- 


_ political influences partially paralyze good 
intentions citizens complain loudly of the 
' way in which affairs are managed. 
* ‘Had there been in the city hal] during the 
-last six years more business ability and 
less politics much more would have been 
accomplished with the limited revenues of 
} the city. There would have been a higher 
standard of efficiency. There would have 
* been rigid ecoiomy. There will be no pol- 
itics in the city hall if Mr. Stewart is elect- 
ed mayor. He will not use the office to re- 
ward political friends or punish political 
opponents. He has no political ambitions 
to gratify. The mayor who looks on his 
office chiefly as a stepping stone to higher 
positions cannot be an efficient adminis- 
trative officer. Mr. Stewart's acquaintance 
with politics will enable him to avoid mis- 
‘takes which the business man who knows 
nothing of politics would be likely to make, 
but no political considerations will cause 
him to forget the business principles which 
_have goyerned him in private life. 
The revenues of the city will not be in- 
‘ereased until a settlement shall have been 
made with the traction companies under: 
which they will be liberal contributors. to 
the city treasury. Such a settlement Mr. 
Harrison makes no effort to secure. It is 
wiecessary while the municipal government 
has limited resources that a business man 
who knows how to do the most with them 
shall administer them. Chicagoans have 
treated Mayor Harrison generously. They 
have given him six years in whith to learn 
how to give the city a business administra- 
tion. He has been a poorscholar. Further 
opportunities would not be improved by 
him. He has had his day in court. It is 
time to relieve him from duty and put a 
better man in his place. The politician 
should go out and the business man should 
‘go in, bringing with him economy, effi- 
ciency, and energy. These are the quali- 
ties which have made Chicago great indus- 
trially and commercially. They are qual- 
ities which the city needs in a mayor. It 
cau have them by electing Graeme Stewart. 


FOURTH SUPREME COURT DISTRICT BILL 

The house of representatives has passed, 
a bill changing the boundaries of the Fourth 
Supreme court district. The senate should 
concur in the action of the house. The 
districts have not been altered since they 
were laid out by the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1869, and there are now great in- 
equalities in population. The Fourth dis- 
trict is the smallest of them all and should 
have the larger population which the house 
bill gives it. A judge is to be elected next 
June, and, as a change in boundaries can 
only be made on the eve of an election, the 
district must be enlarged now or nothing 
can be done for nine years. 

The changes made in the Fourth dis- 
trict, which is overwhelmingly democratic 
as now constituted, will contribute to the re- 
election of Judge Carter, who was put’on 
the bench by the political landslide of 189-4. 
It is desirable that he should stay where 
he is, not because he is a republican, but 
because he is so.excellent a judge. He 
was the leading lawyer in his part of the 
state when he was nominated nine years 
ago, and he has won as high a reputation 
on the bench as he did at the bar. The 
Supreme court would be weakened if he 
were to cease to be a member of it. The’ 
lawyers of the state are fully aware of his 
ability and would deplore the loss of an 
able, hard working, and experienced judge. 

The senate should take up and pass the 
house bill without delay. It is a nieritori- 
ous measure from every point of view. 


SHAMROCK III AND RELIANCE. 

Shamrock III. made its first plunge into 
water on St. Patrick’s day, as was befitting, 
and to that extent has beaten Reliance, the 
new defender of the America cup, which is 
still in the yards of Herreshoff, though well 
on the way to completion. Whether Sham- 
rock III. has or will have any other ad- 
vantage remains to be seen. No one can 
forecast the final result with anything like 
accuracy. Reliance probably will not be 
ready for the water before the second week 
in April, and it will be some time before 
any satisfactory test can be made of its 
ability and quality. No challenger before 
has had such ample time for tuning up as 
Shamrock III. When it meets Reliance 
it will be in the best of trim. The latter 
will be in the same condition and has the 
advantage of not having to cross the ocean. 

Only one thing may be asserted with any 
degree of certainty as to the forthcoming 
contest. Given the, proper weather condi- 
tions for each boat the race will be un- 
comfortably close. Shamrock III. and Re- 
liance will represent the maximum of ar- 
chitectural skill in racing yacht construc- 
tion. This time, if all.reports are correct, 
‘the contest will not lie between two racing 
machines closely assimilated in points of 
construction. Some radical departures 
have been made in each case from the con- 
ventional models, though the general scheme 
is the same. The challenger has a fin of 
excessive bulk, though short, a moderate 
beam and draft, and about one-third great- 
er depth of body than any of the recent 
boats of its class. The Clyde experts are 
of opinion that if Shamrock III. will steer, 
trim, and carry its sails it will undoubtedly 
beat anything that has yet been seen over 
there. No detailed description has been 
made of Reliance’s points. It departs from 
‘the lines of Constitution and Columbia, and 
is said in some, ways to approach those of 
Lawson's unlucky Independence. It has 
the same length and draft as Shamrock

Both boats are surprises in many fea- 
tures. Perhaps the result of the race will 
be a surprise. But we shall have the. best 
boat Herreshoff ever has turned out, and 
undoubtedly Mr. Lipton will have the best 
of the three Shamrocks. If we retain the 
cup it is not likely to be contested for again 
for a long time. Three times will be as 
often as any man cares to be beaten in 
such costly trials, and no one else on the 
other side seems anxious to try to lift the 
cup. If, on the other hand, we arc beaten, 
it will not be a misfortune to real sport. 
Under other rules and conditions it would 
be a contest between real yachts, perhaps, 
and not between racing machines—a con- 
test of real seamanship and the real ability 
of the racers in any sea and with any wind. 


Of the twenty-four senators who voted or 

were paired against the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty seventeen are from southern states, 
There is not one of them who would not be 
offended if he were called a protectionist, 
but the treaty was objectionable to most of 
them simply because it lowers by one-fifth 
the duties on Cuban sugar and tobacco. 
The treaty will benefit many southern indus- 
tries, agricultural and manufacturing, but 
it is opposed by cane sugar and tobacco in- 
terests in the south and beet sugar producers 
in the west, who say they need all the pro- 
tection the Dingley tariff law gives them. 
Southern democrats who never say a kind 
word about the Dingley law on this occasion 
voted to stand by it. When congress meets 
next winter they will probably be found vot- 
ing against a joint resolution to make the 
treaty operative. Until such action shall 
have been taken the treaty will be in a 
state of susperded animation. The senate 
having ratified the treaty, it will be under a 
moral obligation to enact without needless 
delay the legislation required to make it 
operative. The bitterest opponent of the 
treaty hardly will go to extreme lengths to 
defer action on that legislation. 
. The Cubans might justly complain of the 
dilatory policy of the United States, but 
they are a good natured and patient people. 
‘They are rejoicing over the ratification of 
the treaty, although it will be of no value 
to them so far as this year’s crops are con- 
cerned. They deem a lowering of the Amer- 
ican tariff barrier so great a gain that they 
are ready to wait patiently for another year 
in order to secure it. They have displayed 
so much dignity and self-restraint during 
the years which have elapsed since President 
MeKinley first asked that they be given 
easier access to American markets—al- 
though they have at times been on the brink 
bankruptcy—that congress 
cannot decently delay the enactment of 
enabling legislation. That should be the 
first matter attended to next winter. 


A JOCULAR LEGISLATURE. 

As practical jokers the members of, the 
present Illinois state legislature will make 
Puck and Till Eulenspiegel look like pall- 
bearers. It is only by keeping this fact in 
mind that the amendments to the civil serv- 
ice bill can be understood. 

Everybody admits, of course, that those 
amendments completely pervert and corrupt 
the bill. This in itself is sufficiently funny 
and serves to keep legislative humor in a 
good humor with itself. And even funnier 
is Mr. Darrow’s action in withdrawing from 
the thin ranks of the reformers in order to 
euter the large and portly circle of the reac- 
tionaries. He has been a vehement advo- 
eate of eyery reform that the lovers of an- 
cient abuses have ever had thrust upon them. 
If anybody wanted to know anything about 
any measure looking toward the overturning 
of anything, Mr. Darrow was the man to in- 
terview. Yet Mr. Darrow has given his 
cordial support to the amendment which, by 
removing penalties, has made the proposed 
civil service law practically inoperative, 
But perhaps Mr. Darrow is following as 
closely as possible the principles enunciated 
in the title of his book, “* Resist not Evil.” 

All this is funny, perhaps funnier than it 
is amusing, but the funniest part of the 
game, the climax of the joke, is yet to come. 
There is a bill before the legislature provid- 
ing for the reincarnation of the state board 
of charities as a state board of control. Such 
a- board of control would have a thoroughly 
consolidated authority over all the charitable 
institutions of Illinois. It would be charged 
with the care of all the dependent, defective, 
and delinquent wards of this state. All the 
patronage now in the hands of separate 
boards of trustees would pass into the hands 
of the new board of contro] conveniently 
situated at Springfield under the eye of the 
state administration. The only reason why 
the people of Illinois were willing to have 
such a change made was because they 
thought that at the same time there would 
be an introduction of a,complete state civil 
service system. -Now let civil servicé be 
killed—as it has been killed—and let the 
board of control bill be passed—as it may 
well be passed—and where will the state 
find itself? It will find’itself saddled with a 
consolidated charitable-patronage, political- 
machine arrangement which will make its 
previous burden of patronage seem like 
feathers. 

No civil service—consolidated patronage! 
Humor is said to consist in the “ juxtaposi- 
tion of incongruous ideas.” Isn't the state 
legislature humorous? Isn’t it whimsical? 
But hasn’t the joke gone too far?

NOTHER manifestation of the en- 
lightened policy of Emperor Nicholas 
of Russia is to be found in his removal 
of the narrow minded official who has 
filled until now the position of censor 
of the press, and the appointment in his 
stead of Counselor of State Tatitscheff, who 
for a number of years past has been the resi- 

dent agent in London of the Russian treas- 
ury department, that is to say of the min- 
ister of finance, Count Witte, the most lib- 
eral and progressive Muscovite statesman of 
the day. 

M. Tatitscheff has, like M. de Witte, the 
well deserved reputation of being an anglo- 
phile, has worked consistently for an un- 
derstanding between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia, and is nat only popular in England but 
likewise enjoys the confidence of all the Eng- 
lish people with whom he has been brought 
into contact. Hé speaks English perfectly, 
has made it his business while in England 
ta get into contact with the press, and may 
therefore be relied upon as chief imperial 
press censor of Russia, that is to say of the 
department which not only controls the ut- 
terances of all Russian newspapers but like- 
wise passes on press dispatches sent abroad 
and upon the utterances concerning Musco- 
vite affairs in foreign papers entering the 

Russian empire, to inaugurate an altogether 
new and liberal era in that particular branch 
of the Russian administration which has been 
so frequently portrayed es an illustration of 

Muscovite despotism. 


While on the subject.of the press let me 
State that the picture published on the front 
page of one of the latest numbers of the 
Paris Illustration, representing five soldiers 


grouped behind three decapitated heads, and 
which purported to be a photographic dem- 
onstration of the horrors perpetrated by the 
Ottoman troops upon the unoffending Chris- 
tians of Macedonia, furnishing indeed the 
theme for an entire page of text on Turkish 
mosiem atrocities in Christian Macedonia, 
is altogether misleading. Indeed in a subse- 
quent number the Illustration has been 
forced to admit that the photograph which 
it published and of which it made so much 
capital was altogether erroneous, since the 
heads were not those of Macedonians or of 
Christians but of bi&igands, who had been 
shot down in the wilds of Albania by Turkish 
gendarmes, and who had then had their 
heads cut off in order to demonstrate to the 
governor of the province that the bandits 
Were really dead.

Th 
yacht is commanded by Dom Fernando de 
Serpa, younger brother of the marquis de 
Gouvea, and has among the officers under his 
command a Neutenant of Irish origin and an- 
cestry, bearing the name of Dom Hugo 
O'Neill. |

The president, his administration, and the 
council of state of France object to the use 
of the word ‘“‘ nobis,’’ which, instead of mak- 
ing the sentence read: ‘ The most excellent 
President Loubet has appointed,” alters it 
to ‘‘ The most excellent President Loubet has 
designated to us,’’ which implies that it is the 
pope and not the president who makes the 
appointment.

‘** nobis,’’ and as the vatican declines to ac- 
cede to this demand the government has re- 
fused to register the papal bulls. To this Leo 
XIII. has responded by declining to recog- 
nize five bishops appointed by President 
Loubet, so that at the present moment there 
are no less than five Episcopal seesin France 
without bishops, all on account of this miser- 
able little Latin word nobis.”" 


London's new chief commissioner of the 
metropolitan police, appointed by the king in 
the place of Sir Edward Bradford, who has 
retired, is one of She most capable and expe- 
rienced police officials in the service of the 
British empire. Edward Henry—for that is 
his name—like Sir Edward Bradford before 
him, fist learnt police work in Indta, and after 
a term of office as magistrate he became in- 
spector general of police in India, an ap- 
pointment which he held for over ten years.

There was a stenographer waiting and— 
again showing his business training—Mr. 
Stewart sat down, ran through the letters, 
and dictated replies to all of them before 
he did anything else. Promptness in deal- 
ing with the questions of each-day as they 
arise is another quality which Mr. Stewart's 
friends say will be found in the mayor's

The mail which a candidate for mayor 
receives and handles every day is startling 
both in volume and in contenta, On top may 
be a letter from an old friend, from whom 
he has not even heard for ten years. The 
letter is one. of congratulation and good 
wishes. Next is a note inclosing ten tickets 
for the masquerade ball of a pleasure club 
in one of the suburbs. ~The tickets cost $1 
each. ‘‘ A life long democrat ’’ writes in to 
say that he has determined to cast in his lot 
with the republican candidate and that he 
has already influenced ten 6f his democratic 
friends to do likewise. An indignant parent 
writes to complain about conditions in a 
certain public school and asks the candidate 
if he will promise to remedy the evils com- 
plained of if elected. An ingenious inventor 
has a machine which will automatically de- 
liver speeches on a dozen downtown street 
corners, at the same time flashing life sized 
pictures of the candidate in electricity. A 
South Water street merchant has organized 
acampaign club with 600 members and wants 
1,000 campaign buttons and a couple of meet- 
ings arranged for. Would the candidate be 
kind enough to subscribe a few dollars to @ 
worthy charity, the objects of which are fully 
explained in the inclosed circular? Does he 
know that in the ‘steenth precinct of the 
*steenth ward there are thirty-six democrats 
registered who have no right to vote at all?

The thematic material is at- 
tractive, possessing strength as well as beau- 
ty of melodic outline, and the manner in 
which it is handled is thoroughly admirable. 
The composer clearly knows his orchestra 
and its possibilities, and his technical pro- 
ficiency is such that effects of suggestive 
power and of charm are achieved by him 
with ease and certainty. It is a work that 
unmistakably pleased yesterday, and a re- 
hearing will at any time be welcomed.

St. Benedict, patriarch of western monks. 


T. BENEDICT, famous: as the 
S founder of western monasticism, and 

patriarch general of all the monkish 
orders that follow “ The Rule of St. Ben- 
edict ’—Carthusians, Cistercians, Val- 
lombrosians, and others—and author and 
perfecter of that noble rule, rendered 
great service to the world by the sensible 
goodness of his life. In spite of the 
large amount of bric-a-brac in the way 
of picturesque miracle that adorns his 
name he was distinctly and earnestly a 
man. He abhorred affectation, and 
taught his monks to eat sufficiently, to 
work actively, to study diligently, to 
think highly, and to pray devoutly. A 
wealthy young Roman Benedict fled at 
15 from his vicious young school fellows 
and corrupt city society to the wilderness. 
Three years of hermit life established his 
fame for piety, and ultimately his cave 
at Subiaco became the center of twelve 
monasteries. Here he remained for thir- 
ty-five years. The knowledge of his: in- 
creasing wisdont and holiness spreading, 
disciples of all ages and professions 
flocked to him. More than once he con- 
founded jealous schemes and schemers 
against his own life, but fearing for his 
pupils he at last fled and founded on 
Monte Cassius, near Naples, the famous 
abbey,’ a place of pilgrimage today, the 


‘ancestor of tens of thousands of such 


which sprang up all over Europe. The 
community life there was based on man- 
ual labor in contrast to merely medita- 
tive seclusion. Agriculture was dignified 
and solitary places: made fertile. The 
two main principles ofthe rule of St. 
Benedict: are’ labor and obedience. A 
noble, intellectual life was the glory of 
the order which furnished or patronized 
all the earliest artists and architects of 
Europe. St. Benedict gave dignity to 
the female side of monasticism, and the
